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BABY SCENE 

In this little world of pretty things to crochet and to knit, you will find just what 
baby needs to be comfortably and charmingly dressed. 

A sweet hooded cape, smart pramsets, beguiling little angel tops, a beautiful 
Christening dress for sweet solemnity, a tank top for fashion fun — these are just a 
few among a full collection of fascinating and very varied first-size designs. Most 
of them are quick to work, many of them can be accomplished by beginners . . . 
and think how rewarded you will feel when compliments come your way for 
baby's elegant wardrobe I 

Besides clothes there are two really handsome pram covers, one to crochet and 
one to knit. Warm and bright, soft and light, one or each in turn will provide yet 
another reason for drawing admirers to baby's pram. 
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PLEASE READ THIS FIRST 
Use the recommended yarn — it 
makes sense. When you buy your 
yarn, it is best to buy the full 
amount at one time to avoid 
variations in dyelots. 

How to check Knitting Tension 
Before you knit these designs check 
your tension carefully. 

Take a pair of No. 10 needles and 
some Patons 4 ply, cast on 1 4 
sts. and work In stocking stitch— 1 
row knit; 1 row purl — for 18 rows. 
Cast off; press lightly on wrong side. 

The tension should be 14 sts. and 18 
rows over 2 in. and the finished square 
should measure 2 in. each way. 

If the square is bigger your work is too 
loose; try a size finer needle. If it is 
smaller your work is too tight; try a 
size larger needle. 

If you knit to the correct tension In 
stocking stitch, you will knit naturally 
to the correct tension for any stitch in 
this booklet. 

If you alter the needles to obtain the 
correct tension in stocking stitch, 
corresponding alterations must be 
made to the needles throughout. 

How to check Crochet Tension 
Before starting garment, work a test 
piece of pattern to check your tension 
and adjust hook as required : use a 
size finer hook if fabric is too loose, or 
a size thicker hook if it Is too tight.

Cross 2 back by slipping next 2 sts. on 
to cable pin and leave at back of work, 
K.1 , then K.2 from cable pin. 
Tw.2B.=Twist 2 back by knitting into 
back of 2nd st., then front of first st. on 
left-hand needle and slipping 2 sts off 
needle together; Tw.2F.=Twist 2 
front by, knitting into front of 2nd st., 
then front of first st. on left-hand 
needle and slipping 2 sts. off needle 
together.

each time, draw loop through all loops 
on hook.

(y.r.h., draw loop through next st., 
draw loop through 2 loops on hook) 
twice using same st. both times, draw 
loop through all loops on hook. 
D.=Dark; M. = Medium; L. = Llght.

T/?ese garments have been specially 
designed for the sizes given and it is 
regretted that no adaptations are 
available. 



Needle sizes quoted throughout this booklet 
are U K : equivalent Metric sizes are Nos. 2!4 mm 
for 1 3, 2% mm for 1 2, 3 mm for 1 1 , 3% mm for 
1 0, 3% mm for 9, 4 mm for 8 and mm for 5.

Starting at neck edge, with No. 3*50 
hook, make 52 ch. loosely. 
Foundation row — 1 tr. in 4th ch. from 
hook, then 1 tr. in each ch. to end (50 
sts.). 

1st row — 3 ch., miss first st., 1 tr. in 
next St., (inc. in each of the next 2 sts., 
1 tr. in next st.) 20 times (82 sts.). 

2nd row— 3 ch., miss first st., 1 tr. in 
each st. to end. 

3rd row — 3 ch., miss first st., 1 tr. in 
next st., (inc. in next st., 1 tr. in each 
of the next 3 sts.) 20 times (102 sts ). 
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4th row — As 2nd row. 

5th row — 3 ch„ miss first st., 1 tr. in 
each of next 2 sts., (inc. in next st., 



1 tr. in each of next 4 sts.) 19 times, 
inc. in next st., 1 tr. in each of next 3 
sts. (122 sts.). 



6th row — As 2nd row. 

7th row— 3 ch., miss first st., 1 tr. in 
each of next 2 sts., (inc. in next st.. 




1 tr. in each of next 5 sts.) 19 times, 
inc. in next st., 1 tr. in each of next 4 
sts. (142 sts.). 

8th row — As 2nd row. 

9th row — 3 ch., miss first st., 1 tr. in 
each of next 3 sts., (inc. in next st., 
1 tr. in each of next 6 sts.) 19 times, 
inc. in next st., 1 tr. in each of next 
4 sts. (1 62 sts.). 

10th row — As 2nd row. 

11th row — 3 ch., miss first st., 1 tr. 
in each of next 4 sts., (inc. in next st., 

1 tr. in each of next 7 sts.) 19 times, 
inc. in next st., 1 tr. in each of next 4 
sts. (182 sts.). 

** Change to No. 4-50 hook and 
lace patt. as follows : — 

Note; In order to obtain correct 
measurement, loops must be drawn up 
as stated for long tr. in abbreviations. 

1st row — (Right side), 3 ch., miss 

2 sts., * 4 tr. in next st., miss 3 sts., 
rep. from * to last 4 sts., 4 tr. in next 
st., miss 2 sts., 1 tr. in turning ch. 

2nd row — 4 ch., miss first st., * 
Cr.l.tr., rep. from * to last st., 1 d.tr. 
In last st. ** 

Mark the 12th group of Cr.l.tr. from 
each end of row with a coloured 
thread. 

***3rd row — 3 ch., * 4 tr. in sp. at 
centre of Cr.l.tr. *, rep. from * to * until 
one group before marked Cr.l.tr. is 



reached, ** 8 tr. Into sp. at centre of 
Cr.l.tr., 4 tr. Into sp. at centre of 
marked Cr.l.tr., 8 tr. Into sp. at centre 
of next Cr.l.tr. **, rep. from * to * until 
one group before marked Cr.l.tr. is 
reached, work from ** to **, then rep. 
from * to * to end, 1 tr. In turning ch. 

4th row — As 2nd row. 

5th row — 3 ch., now work 4 tr. in 
centre of each group of Cr.l.tr. to end, 
1 tr. in turning ch. 

6th row — As 2nd row. 

7th row — As 5th row. 

8th row — As 2nd row. 

Rep. 3rd to 8th row 3 times more. 

Now rep. 5th and 6th rows only until 
work measures approx. 14 In. from 
start of lace patt. Fasten off. 

HOOD 

With No. 3-50 hook, make 33 ch. 
loosely. 

Foundation row — 1 tr. in 4th ch. 
from hook, then 1 tr. In each ch. to 
end (31 sts.). 

Next row — (Right side), 3 ch., miss 
first st., 1 tr. in each st. to end. 

Continue in tr. inc. 1 st. at end of next 
and every following alternate row 
until there are 37 sts. 

Continue straight until work measures 
approx. 9 % in., ending at shaped edge. 

Next row — 3 ch., miss first st., dec. 1 , 
work to end. 



Next row — Work all across. 

Rep. the last 2 rows 5 times more. 
Work 1 row straight. Fasten off. 

HOOD EDGING 

With No. 4-50 hook, make 72 ch. 

loosely. 

Foundation row — 1 tr. into 4th ch. 
from hook, then 1 tr. in each ch. to end 
(70 sts.). 

1 st row — As 1 st row of lace patt. 
2nd row — As 2nd row of lace patt. 

3rd row — 3 ch., now work 4 tr. Into 
centre of each group of Cr.l.tr. to end, 
1 tr. in turning ch. 

Rep. last 2 rows once more. Fasten 
off. 

FRONT BORDERS 
1st Border 

With No. 3-50 hook and right side 
facing for first row, work 3 rows d.c. 
along front edge, working 4 button- 
holes on 2nd row on right side for 
girl and left side for boy. 

First mark position of buttons on 
button side and work buttonholes to 
correspond as follows : — 

Girl:— First buttonhole to be !4 In. 
down from neck, the last one level 
with last row of tr. on yoke and re- 
maining two spaced evenly. 

Boy: — First buttonhole to be level 
with last row of tr. on yoke, the last 
one % in. down from neck and re- 
maining two spaced evenly. 

To make a buttonhole :— 2 ch., 
miss 2 d.c. 

2nd Border 

Work to match 1st Border, omitting 
buttonholes. 



TO MAKE UP 

Fold Hood in half and join shaped 
edges. 

Leaving Front Borders free on Main 
Part, stitch Hood to neck edge of Main 
Part, sewing Hood in as necessary. 

Stitch foundation row of Hood Edg- 
ing to front edge of Hood, turn back 
and stitch down side edges. 

Press very lightly following instruc- 
tions on the ball band. 

Sew on buttons. 

Cut ribbon in half and sew one end of 
each half to front neck edges and tie 
in a bow. 
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For a little princess

11th and 12th rows — As 7th and 
8th. 

13th row — * P.1, keeping yarn at 
front of needle sl.1 P., rep. from * to 
last St., P.1. 

1 4th row — As 8th row. 

15th and 16th row — As 7th and 
8th. 



17th to 22nd row — As 1st to 6th. 

23rd row — K.2, (Inc. In next st., K.1 ) 
14 times, K.1 (45 sts.). 

24th row— K.1 , P. to last st., K.1 . 

Knitting st. at each end of every row, 
work in stocking stitch inc. 1 st. at 
each end of next, then every following 
4th row until there are 59 sts. 

Continue on these sts. until sleeve 
seam measures 5 in., ending with a 
P. row. 

Shape raglan by casting off 2 sts. 
at beg. of next 2 rows. 

1st row — K.1, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K. to 
last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.1 . 

2nd row— K.1, P. to last st., K.1. 

Rep. the last 2 rows 4 times more, 
then 1st row again. 

Slip remaining 43 sts. on to a length 
of yarn and leave. 

BACK AND FRONTS 
(Knitted in one piece up to division 
for armholes.) 

Cast on 191 sts. 

1st row— K.5, P. to last 5 sts., K.5. 
2nd row — As 1 st row. 

3rd row — K.6, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to last 5 sts., K.5. 

4th to 6th row — As 1 st row. 

7th row— K. 

8th row — As 1 st row. 



9th row — K.8, * K.2 tog., y.fwd., 
K.1, y.fwd., sl.1, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.5, 
rep. from • to last 3 sts., K.3. 

10th and every alt. row — As 1st 
row. 

11th row— K.7, • K.2 tog., y.fwd., 
K.3, y.fwd., sl.1, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.3, rep. 
from * to last 4 sts., K.4. 

13th row — K.6, * K.2 tog., y.fwd., 
K.5, y.fwd., sl.1, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.1, rep. 
from * to last 5 sts., K.5. 

15th row— K.8, * y.fwd., sl.1, K.1, 
p.s.s.o., K.1, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.5, 
rep. from * to last 3 sts., K.3. 

1 7th row— K.9, • y.fwd., sl.1 , K.2 tog., 
p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.7, rep. from • to 
last 2 sts., K.2. 

1 8th row — As 1 st row. 

1 9th to 26th row— As 1 1 th to 1 8th. 
27th row— K.1 0, (K.2 tog., K.8) 17 
times, K.2 tog., K. to end (173 sts.). 
28th row — As 1 st row. 

29th to 36th row— As 1 st to 8th. 

Rep. 7th and 8th rows until work 
measures 5 in., ending with an 8th 
row. 

Next row— K.1 8, (K.2 tog., K.7) 15 
times, K.2 tog., K. to end (1 57 sts.). 

Divide for Back and Fronts as 
follows : — 

Next row — K.5, P.34, cast off 4 sts., 
P. to last 43 sts., cast off 4 sts., P. to 
last 5 sts., K.5. 

Work on first group of 39 sts. for 
Right Front as follows : — 

1st row— K, to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., 
K.1. 

2nd row — K.1, P. to last 5 sts., K.5. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows 4 times (34 
sts.). 

Next row — K.6, (K.2 tog., K.3) 5 
times, K.2 tog., K.1 . 

Slip remaining 28 sts. on to a length 
of yarn and leave. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn to 
71 sts. for Back and work as fol- 
lows : — 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows of raglan 
shaping as on Sleeves 5 times (61 
sts.). 

Next row — K.1, K.2 tog. t.b.L, K.5, 
(K.2 tog., K.4) 8 times, K.2, K.2 tog., 
K.1 (51 sts.). 

Slip sts. on to a length of yarn and 
leave. 
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With right side facing, rejoin yarn to 
remaining sts. for Left Front as fol- 
lows : — 

1st row — K.1, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K. to 
end. 

2nd row — K.5, P. to last st., K.1 . 

Rep. the last 2 rows 4 times (34 sts.). 
Next row— K.1, K.2 tog.t.b.l., (K.3, 
K.2 tog.) 5 times, K.6 (28 sts.). 

Next row — K.5, P. to end, with 
wrong side facing, P. across sts. of 
first Sleeve, Back, second Sleeve, 
then sts. of Right Front to last 5 sts., 
K.5 (193 sts.). 

Work yoke as follows.: — 

1st and 2nd rows — K.5, P. to last 5 
sts., K.5. 

3rd row — (Buttonhole row), K.1, 
K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.3, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
rep. from * to last 5 sts., K.5. 

4th to 6th row — As 1 st row. 

7th row— K.8, (K.2 tog., K.5) 26 
times, K.3 (167 sts.). 

8th row — As 1 st row. 

9th row — K. 

10th row — K.6, * keeping yarn at 
back of needle, sf.1 P., K.1, rep. from * 
to last 5 sts., K.5. 

11th row — K. 

1 2th row — As 1 st row. 

13th row— K.5, ^ P.1, keeping yarn 
at front of oeedle, sl.1 P., rep. from • 
to last 6 sts., P.1. K.5. • 

1 4th row — As 1 st row. 

15th row— K.7, (K.2 tog., K.4) 26 
times, K.4 (141 sts.). 

1 6th row — As 1 st row. 

17th to 22nd row — As 1st to 6th. 
23rd row— K.7, (K.2 tog., K.3) 26 
times, K.4 (1 1 5 sts.). 

24th to 30th row — As 8th to 1 4th. 
31st row— K.6, (K.2 tog., K.2) 26 
times, K.5 (89 sts.). 

32nd row — As 1 st row. 

33rd to 36th row — As 1st to 4th. 
37th row— K.5, P.1, (P.2 tog., P.1) 
26 times, K.5 (63 sts.) . 

38th row — P. 39th row— K. 40th 
row — P. 41 8t row — (picot row), K.1 , 
• y.fwd., K.2 tog., rep. from * to end. 
42nd and 43rd rows — As 38th and 
39th. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

With wrong side of work facing, 
block by pinning out round edges, 
and omitting yoke, press lightly 
following instructions on the ball 
band. Using a flat seam, join sleeve 
seams and raglan shapings. Fold work 
at row of holes at neck to wrong side 
and flat stitch to form picot hem. Sew 
on buttons. 



DRESS 
FRONT 
Cast on 1 21 sts. 

1 st to 8th row— As on cuff of Sleeve 
of Coat. 

9th row—* K.3, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.1, 
y.fwd., sl.1, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.2, rep. 
from * to last st., K.1. 

10th and every alt. row — K.1, P. 
to last st., K.1 . 

11th row—* K.2, K.2 tog., y.fwd., 
K.3, y.fwd., sl.1, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.1, rep. 
from * to last st., K.1 . 

13th row—* K.1, K.2 tog., y.fwd., 
K.5, y.fwd., sl.1, K.1, p.s.s.o., rep. 
from * to last st., K.1. 

15th row—* K.3, y.fwd., sl.1, K.1, 
p.s.s.o., K.1, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.2, 
rep. from * to last st., K.1 . 

1 7th row-* K.4, y.fwd., sl.1 , K.2 tog., 
p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.3, rep. from * to last 
st., K.1 . 

1 8th row — As 1 0th row. 



19th to 34th row — Rep. 11th to 
1 8th row twice more. 

35th and 36th rows — As 7th and 
8th. 

37th to 44th row — As 1 st to 8th. 
Work in stocking stitch as on last 2 
rows dec. 1 st. at each end of next and 
every following 6th row until 1 07 sts. 
remain. 

Continue on these sts. until Front 
measures 9% in., ending with a P. row. 
Work first 4 rows of raglan shaping 
as on Sleeves of Coat. 

Rep. the last 2 rows 3 times more 
(95 sts.). 

Next row — K.1, (K.2 tog.) 46 times, 
K.2 (49 sts.). 

Slip sts. on to a length of yarn and 
leave. 

SLEEVES (Both alike) 

Cast on 35 sts. 

Work 1st to 22nd row as on cuff of 
Sleeve of Coat, continued on page 1 1 
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Jacket story

2nd row — * K.1, P.1, rep. from * to 
last St., K.1 . 

Work 8 [10, 12] rows more in rib inc. 
1 St. at each end of last row (65 [73, 
79] sts.). 

Change to No. 10 needles and 
knitting 1 st. at each end of every row 
throughout, work in stocking stitch 
until Back measures 5 [5!4, 6] in., 
ending with right side facing for next 
row. 

Shape raglans as follows : — 

1st and 2nd rows — Cast off 3 [4, 4] 
sts., work to end. 

3rd row — K.1, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K. to 
last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.1 . 

4th row — K.1, P. to last st., K.1. 

Rep. the last 2 rows until 21 [23, 25] 
sts. remain. 

Worki row. Castoff firmly. 

RIGHT FRONT 

With No. 12 needles, cast on 31 [35, 
39] sts. 

Work 10 [12, 14] rows in rib as for 
Back inc. 1 st. at side edge on last row 
of 1st and 2nd sizes only (32 [36, 
39] sts.). 



Change to No. 10 needles and 
work in stocking stitch and patt. as 
follows : — 

1st row — * (P.2, Tw.2F., Tw.2B., 
P.2, K.1 ) * 3 times, K. to end. 

2nd row— K.1, P.4 [8, 11], (K.3, P.4, 
K.2) 3 times. 

3rd row— (P.2, K.4, P.2, K.1) 3 
times, K. to end. 

4th row — As 2nd row. 

5th row— (P.2, TW.2B., Tw.2F., P.2, 
K.1 ) 3 times, K. to end. 

6th row — As 2nd row. 

These 6 rows form patt. 



Continue in stocking stitch and patt. 
until Front matches Back at side edge, 
ending with wrong side facing for 
next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt., shape 
raglan as follows: — 

1 st row— Cast off 3 [4, 4] sts., work 
to end. 

2nd row— Work to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., 
K.1.

3 [2, 3] sts., inc. in next st., rib to end 
(42 [46, 48] sts.). 

Change to No. 1 0 needles and work 
in stocking stitch with centre panel as

1st row— K.1 7 [19, 20], work as 
1 St row of patt. on Right Front from * 
to * once, K. to end. 

2nd and alt. rows— K.T, P.15 [17,

Shape raglan by casting off 2 sts. at 
beg. of next 2 rows. 

Work 1st and 2nd rows of raglan 
shaping as on Back 6 times, then 1st 
row again (25 sts.). 

14th to 33rd row — As on Back. 

Cast off remaining 5 sts. 

TO MAKE UP 

With wrong side of work facing, block 
each piece by pinning out round 
edges, and press lightly following in- 
structions on the ball band. 

Using a flat seam, join sleeve seams 
and raglan shapings. Press seams. 

Sew on buttons. 



BOOTEES 

With No. 10 needles, cast on 33 sts. 
and K. 1 row. 

1 st to 4th row — K. 

5th row— K.1, (y.fwd., K.2 tog) 16 
times. 

6th to 8th row — K. 

9th row — K. 

1 0th row— K.1 , P. to last st., K.1 . 

11th to 20th row— As 1st to 10th. 
Rep. the last 2 rows 4 times more. 

Next row— As 5th row. 

Next row — As 1 0th row. 

Next row— K. 23, turn. 

Next row — K1, P.1 1, K.1 . 

Work 14 rows In stocking stitch on 
these 1 3 sts. 

Break off yarn. 

Rejoin yarn to inside edge of 10 sts., 
then knit up 1 0 sts. along side of foot, 
K. across 13 sts. on needle, knit up 
10 sts. from other side of foot, finally 
K. across remaining 10 sts. (53 sts.). 
K. 9 rows. 

Shape toe 

1st row — (K.1, K.2 tog., K.21, 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.1 . 

2nd row — K.1, K.2 tog., K. to last 3 
sts., K.2 tog., K1 

3rd row — (K.1, K.2 tog., K.1 8, 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.1. 

4th row — As 2nd row. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Press lightly on wrong side following 
instructions on the ball bands. 

Join seam. 

Using 2 lengths of yarn 40 in. long 
make a twisted cord and thread 
through holes at ankle. 

Sew a tassel to each end of cord. 
Press seams.

TO MAKE UP 

Using L., join Motifs by stitching 
centre sts. of each Motif together and 
make 6 rows of 4 Motifs. 

Work 15 small Motifs to fill spaces 
formed by larger Motifs and join 
together as follows : — 

With No. 3-50 hook and D. 4 ply, 
make 8 ch. loosely, join with s.s. in 
first ch. to form a ring. 

1st round — 6 ch., (1 tr., 3 ch.) 7 
times into ring, join with s.s. to 3rd of 
6 ch. Break D. Join in M. 




2nd round— In M., s.s. in first sp., 
3 ch., 2 tr. in same sp., (s.s. inserting 
hook from right side of large Motif 
into centre tr. of 3 tr. on large Motif, 



3 tr. in next ch. sp. of small Motif) 7 
times, insert hook into centre tr. of 
last petal, at the same time insert 
hook into top of 3 ch., join with s.s. 

Fasten off. 

Work 14 more in the same way. 

With right side facing. No. 4-50 hook 
and M. Double Crepe, work 1 round 
of d.c. around scalloped edge of 
Cover. 

Do not press. 

Cut material slightly smaller than 
finished Cover to fit all round scal- 
loped edges. 

Turn in edges and catch down all 
round scallops inside d.c. border. 
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No one need be frightened of 
Crochet: it is so easy to do, and 
once you have got going after a 
little practise, you will want to 
make all sorts of things for yourself 
and family, and the home. 




The yarn runs from ball round 
little finger and over first 2 fingers, 
and the work is held in your left 
hand between 1st finger and thumb: 
diag. I. 

* * « 

To start: make a slip loop, several 
inches from end of yam. and slip 
on hook (this loop counts as your 
hrst chain). 

Continue making the length of 
chain stitches you require, i.e. 
catch yarn with the hook and pull 
it through loop already on hook : 
diag. 2. 

This is the basic step of Crochet 
and you can master it in a few 
minutes. It is best to practise with 
a fairly thick hook and yarn 
(about hook No. 400 mm (8) and 
Double Knitting). 



For your next row, work a 
Single ( rochet (or Slip Stitch) 
through each loop of length of 
chain, i.e. pull thread through 
next loop of chain then through 
loop on hook ; diag. 3. (this leaves 
one loop on hook). 

This is Single ( rochet and

articles can be made in this stitch. 
Note: in crochet, the work always 
hangs by one loop on the hook. 

After the first row worked into 
the foundation length of chain, 
you will be working into the stit- 
ches of previous row. 

All crochet stitches are develop- 
ments of Single Crochet, making a 
longer stitch at each stage. 

After Single ( rochet, the next 
stage is Double Crochet: this is

simply Single Crochet with a 2nd 
loop pulled through to give a 
longer stitch, i.e. draw a loop 
through next chain or stitch (2 
loops on hook), now draw a loop 
through both loops on hook : diag. 
4. (this leaves one loop on hook). 

Half Treble (not illustrated) is 
only a longer Double Crochet - 
yarn over hook, draw a loop 
through next stitch (3 loops on 
hook), draw a loop through 3 
loops. 



For Treble, yarn over hook, 
draw a loop through next stitch, 
draw a loop through first two 
loops on hook, then draw another 
loop through 2 remaining loops. 

Double (or long) Treble - yarn 
twice round hook, draw a loop 
through next stitch, draw a loop 
through first 2 loops on hook, 
draw a loop through next 2 loops 
then draw a loop through remain- 
ing loops ( 1 loop left on hook). 



Shapings in Crochet - instruc- 
tions for Increasing and Decreas- 
ing arc always given in the pattern. 
As a general rule, to Increase - 
work 2 stitches into one stitch, or 
2 patterns into one space in fancy 
patterns. 

To Decrease - you mfss a stitch 
(or pattern) as stated in the 
instructions, e.g. miss out a 
complete pattern and work into 
the next stitch (the gap is usually 
crossed with 1, or more slip sts.). 

Practise all these Basic Stitches 
until you have grasped the very 
simple principles of Crochet. At 
first, beginners have difficulty 
with beginning and ending rows, 
but the pattern you arc following 
will give instructions for these. 

The rule is broadly that you 
miss the 1st stitch (last stitch of 
previous row), and work over this 
as instructed. At the row ends, you 
turn with I or 2 chain as instructed, 
and this turning ch. usually counts 
as the 1st stitch of next row.
